lay ench day is mounting on account 
of the liquidation of tremendous war 
contracts. 
Treasury officials say in-

last few days, not yet actually com-

That the public has paid only about 


one-third or the war's-expenses, ex- 
cluding foreign loans, in taxes in cash 
aiid two-thirds, as loans to be repaid 
in another generation, is indicated by 
treasury figures of collections from va- 
rious sources. With the last four days 
of the year not yet tabulated,, it is 
shown that receipts from taxes, cus-

amounted to $4,687,063,000, of 
which 


$2,049,032,000 were from 
income and 


excess profits taxes alone; $1,121,518,000 
fro'riV.o'Uier" federal, taxes;- only -$1T1,- 
000.000 from customs duties on imports 
and the balance,, or 5442.513,000 from 
miscellaneous revenue sources. 


During the year $6,035,000,000
